State support, and that with the 
Presidential veto of Federal 
school funds, there would be a 
further loss of $17,500, 

Having expected that the in- 
come from all sources would sup- 
port a reserve account of $211,000 
the Board of Education had au- 
thorized expenditures of approxi- 
mately $95,000, early in the fall. 
These expenditures included 
$30,000 as the District's share, 
with the City Council, for the re- 
habilitation of Memorial Park, 
which will be due upon comple- 
tion of the project. 

With the loss of State and Fed- 
eral money, in the amount of 
$118,500, the reserve account was 
automatically reduced to $92,500. 
Consequently, with the obliga- 
tions the Board had already in- 
curred, the reserve fund is $2,500 
in the red. 

To avoid a further deficit in 
the reserve account, and to meet 
District obligations, under the 
State loan to replace Marin 
School, Superintendent Forry has 
asked school principals to reduce 
their budgets by 15 percent. 
| The extent and nature of the 
| budget cuts were discussed at 
last night’s Board of Education 
meeting and will be reported in 
full at a later date.

Aspirin And 
Blood Donors 


To the many factors that can 
affect the blood of potential don- 
ors to blood banks, another may 
now have been added—whether 
or not the donor has taken aspir- 
in during the week before collee- 
tion. : 

Several recent studies have 
shown that bleeding time is pro 
longed for five days or more, 
after taking a normal dose of 
aspirin. Also, platelet aggrega- 
| tion, an important factor in blood 
clotting, is interfered with by 
aspirin. 

Two Boston doctors reported 
on.a survey they conducted with 
50 blood donors, in which it was 
found that 21 of them had taken 
aspirin during the preceding 
week. Of the 21, all but three 
had abnormal bleeding times. 

The doctors making the survey 
admit that ‘the possibility of hav- 
ing to exclude about one-half of 
all blood donors from serving as 
‘fresh blood’ platelet donors
